Summary of Betvs from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Our advices from this port by the present mail {extend to 


Jan. 6th. The French mail from London Nov. 7 arrived out 
on the 30th Dec. The Japan Herald contains the following 
items of news :--- 


On the 29th Dec. the adjourned meeting of the subscribers of 
the British Episcopal Church Establishment was held at the 
British Consulate, Mr. Russell Robertsun, H.B.M.’s Consul, pre- 
siding. On the proposition of the President, the report was 
read over ; and the sense of the meeting having been taken, was 
adopted unanimously. The accounts may be summed up as 
follows :—The general account showing total receipts, inclusive 
of the Government grant for 1872, and all moneys and sub- 
scriptions received during the year from British and other sub- 
jects, $5,105.85, against total expenditure $5,317.35, leaving 
a balance due to the treasurer, $211 50. A discussion followed 
on the future prospects of the Church, and the following re- 
solutiong were carried :— 

That the Government subvention of £800, to be received for the 
years 1873 and 1874, be applied to the liquidation of the present stand- 
ing debt on the Church. 

That H.B.M. Consul be requested to ask the British Government 
to give the promised sum of £800 in one payment, to enable the sub- 
scribers at once to take over the affairs of the Church. 

That H.B.M. Consul should send a telegram to the Foreign- 
office, requesting the immediate payment of the sum of £800. 

That a committee of Messrs. Cargill and James, and the present 
Church committee, be formed to report fully in the matter, especially 
as regards ways and means, as well as on the scheme proposed by Mr. 
James, at the meeting to be held in January. 

All the Government offices in Yedo have been closed for the 
New Year's holidays. 

Motono, Japanese Chargé d’Affaires in London, has been dele- 
sat to negotiate a postal convention between the Japanese and 

ritish Governments. 

The natives of Yokohama would seem to be by no means dis- 

to pass over the advent of the New Year (European atyle) 
without evincing some outward indication of their appreciation 
of the festival. The dwellings of the poorest just now, almost 
without exception, are undergoing decoration, principally with 
the feathery foliage of the bamboo, and with a profusion which 
makes some amends at least for lack of variety. In the Foreign 
Settlement, on the other hand, evergreens of all descriptions are 
freely brought into requisition for decorative purposes, to cele- 
brate the death of the old year and the advent of the new one. 
A successful entertainment has been given at the German Club, 
the attraction being a couple of laughable farces, most of the 
characters of which were sustained with admirable spirit, and 
gave universal satisfaction. 

A new theatre, styled the “ Variety,” has been opened to the 

uiblic. The whole of the interior of the building is most taste- 
Pally decorated, producing an agreeable effect. 
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LATER INTELLIGENCE VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The China Trans-Pacific Steamship Company’s steamer Vasco 
da Gama arrived at San Francisco on the 9th inst., with advices 
from Yokohama to the 18th January, of which the subjoined 
summary has been telegraphed to the New York press :— 

The relations between the Government of Japan and the 
foreign Ministers, except the representative of the United States, 
are becoming more and more inharmonious. Japan still resists 
the pee for opening the country, and requires strict enforce- 
ment of the treaties as they stand until a revision shall have been 

upon. Mr. Bingham acquiesces, and the other envoys 
are vehement in opposition. At the New Year's reception by 
the Mikado Mr. iagharn was absent, by reason of illness. 
Other members of the diplomatic corps presented an address, 
which has occasioned great irritation in high quarters. It 
directly urged the removal of all restrictions upon free inter- 
course and trade. When first received, the question was seriously 
discussed whether it should not be returned as unacceptable. 
The decisive step was not, however, taken. The good faith of 
the European Ministers is shown by a remarkable circumstance. 
A German was fined by his consul for transgressing treaty boun- 
daries. The German Minister instructed the consul to rescind 
Le and notified the Government to that effect. The 
apanese Government have, therefore, informed Mr. Von Brandt 
that unless the just penalty be enforced they will decline further 
communication with him and make the necessary representation 
to the German Government. This means, of course, that they 
will ask for his recall. In a precisely similar case, the punish- 
ment of an American for going beyond the treaty limits outside 
of Hakodadi, the United States Minister has fully approved the 
consul’s action. The demeanour of certain Ministers has now 
become so aggressive that it will be necessary for the few mode- 
rate foreign envoys to cease to act with them, as hitherto, in a 
united bod . 

The following are the particulars of the attempt to kill Iwa- 
kura on the night of the 14th of January :—“ As Iwakura was 
returning from the Mikado’s temporary residence to his own 
dwelling his carriage was stopped near the outer castle moat by 
a bamboo pole stretched across the road. The sides of the 
vebicle were cut through by swords, and Iwakura, hastily des- 
cending, found himself attacked by several armed men, from 
whom he received wounds in the loins and shoulders, He ran 
to the moat, close at hand, and sprung into it, remaining hidden 
for about an hour, after which he returned to the Mikado’s 
palace, to which foreign surgeons were summoned, and who at 
once discovered that his injuries were in no degree dangerous. 
He will probably be able to resume his duties in a few weeks.” 
This is the first attempt at assassination of a high official since 
the murder of Hirosawa Sanga, early in 1872. No clue to the 
persons has yet been discovered. 

Until recently the Japanese have found it expedient to conceal 
the actual condition of their financial affairs, on account of both 
foreign and internal complications. It has now been determined 
to publish statements of their resources, the first of which will 
be issued in about two months from this time. It will appear 
that the amount in the national treasury is no less than 
$25,000,000, including the last English loan, and that the surplus 
revenue of 1873 was nearly $5,000,000, 

The great temple of Tenshig Daijon in Yedo was burned on 
the morning of Jan. 1, This was the most imposing structure 
of its kind in the capital, though not one of the most sacred. 
The huge bell, ten feet high, was so injured as to be rendered 
worthless. 

A second decree has been issued—this time a peremptory one 
—recalling all students now residing abroad at the expense of 
the Government, except those who lave given the very highest 
proofs of advancement. 

A small detachment of French troops stationed at Yokohama 
is about to be withdrawn. The English troops remain in de- 
fiance of the wishes of the Japanese Government. 

The Japanese Government is exultunt over the decree of Por- 
tugal suppressing the coolie trade in Macao—an action which 
it traces to the course of Ae er in the case of the Maria Luz. 

Sonoda Kokichi has sailed for England as Commissioner to 
the London Exposition of 1874. 





NAGASAKI. 

Our advices extend to the 6th January ; the French mail 
from London Nov. 7 arrived out ‘on the Ist January. We take 
the following from the Nagasaki Express :— 

The second anniversary of the new calendar in Japan has 
not been to show that the natives appreciate the change, and we 
think we may safely say that it was very quietly and partially 
kept by them. It is true that some shops were closed, or 
partially e0, and that a statement of accounts and the suspension 
of business took place. But the town of Nagasaki in appear- 
ance was not like Nagasaki usually ison a Japanese New Year's 
Day, and it is quite evident the energies of the people have been 
reserved for enjoyment on the approaching New Year’s Day by 
the old reckoning feeling. 

Advices received here from Yedo announce the satisfactory 
settlement of the terms on which the Takasima Colliery is to be

taken over by the Japanese Government. This, we presume, 
means that the latter have withdrawn their proposition to deduct 
$60,000 from their offer. 

The investigation into the charge against a Japanese seaman 
named Torakitchi, one of the crew of the Lapwing, for cutting 
and wounding Captain Gilchrist and Mr. John Brown, has been 
concluded. The Court considered there were extenuating 
circumstances in the case, and that the offence would be ade- 
quately. punished by imprisonment with hard labour for three 
mont! 

The old Daimio’s Castle in Kagosima, Satsuma, has caught 
fire, and more than one half of the entire line of buildings 
been destroyed. The powder mavazine exploded, and six persons 
are reported killed. These buildings were of wood, placed, as 
was the custom, upon lofty stone battlements and foundations. 
In that portion which is burnt was what was called the Prince’s 
room, highly embellished with gold ornaments and ancient 
relics, The castle was built nearly 600 years ago. 

The vacant lot No. 2, Nagasaki, has been taken by Mr. 
Thomas Russell, the manager of the Great Northern Tele; bh 
Company at this port, and upon it new buildings are tobe 
erected and used as the office which is to be connected with the 
Japanese Government Telegraph by means of one wire. The 
new buildings are expected to be completed sometime during 
next year, and ready for use by the time the term expires for 
which their present station was taken. The Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company have purchased lot. No. 11, Oura bund, formerly 
occupied by Messrs. Textor and Co., and to these premises the 
office of the agency will be removed. 

The total amount of treasure imported into this port from 
Yokohama, Hiogo, and Shanghai by the Pacific il steamers 
between January and December, 1873, both months inclusive, 
was $1,168,163.60. 

The Nagasaki Gazette reports its own demise as likely to follow 
the issue of its last number for the year, the plant and goodwill 
being advertised for sale by auctien, to foreclose a mortgage. 

The Russian gun-boat Aleowt, from Vladiwostock, arrived here 
on the 27th Dec., for the purpose of having repairs done to her 
boilers, machinery, &c. She will probably stay here all the 
winter. 

Steps are being taken by the Nagasaki Amateur Dramatic 
Corps to contribute to the amusement of the season by giving a 
public performance some time about the middle of January.

PEKING. 

During the night of the 21st and morning of the 22nd Dec. 
the winter solstice took place ; and in accordance with Chinese 
custom or law the Emperor on the 21st repaired to the Temple 
of Heaven to worship. Early on the morning of the 22nd he 
Both his going and coming took place 
in the dark, and when the streets were quite free from le, 
so his visit in no way interfered with the street traffic, w ich is 
the main object, now-a-days, of his proceeding to the Temple in 
the night time. 

Among the foreign residents the festivities of the Christmas 
season have commenced, and pleasure and not business will be 
the ruling occupation during the next ten days. 

Captain Garcia, the Peruvian Minister, arrived at Peking on 
the 21st Dec., accompanied by his suite, and took up his resi- 
dence in the German Hotel. He will reside in Peking for the 
remainder of the winter, to negotiate a treaty with the Peking 
Government, There are no interesting events in the diplomatic 
or political world, beyond a rumour that the foreign Ministers 
are at present awaiting reports from their Consuls in Shanghai 
regarding the Woosung bar and the Shanghai river. generally 
before taking action with the Central Government in respect to 
that difficulty. ; 

On the 24th Dec. the annual examinations of the pupils of the 
Tung-wen College, under the management of President Dr. 
Ww. K P. Martin, took place, when several of the high officials 
of the Tsung-le yamen were present. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th 
Jan. ; the P. and O. mail from London Nov. 14 arrived out on 
the 2nd, and the following French mail of Nov. 21 on the 7th 
January. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— . 


The election of councillors for the French Panicipelity has 
taken place. The roll numbers 205 electors, of whom only 62 
voted, and one ticket proving to be blank, 61 votes were recorded. 
The result was as follows :—French residents: Messrs, Grenot, 
36; Leroy, 32; Meilhan, 22. Foreign residents: Messrs. A. N. 
Brown, 44; Aymeri, 30; and Mackintosh, 28, We understand 
that Mr. Brown has signified his intention not to accept the seat 
to which he was elected. Mr. Brown was unaware of the honour 
intended him until he was made acquainted with the result ; 


otherwise, had he been asked, business e ments would have 
obliged him to decline the nomination. . Brown adds, we 
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believe, as a further reason for declining office, that several of 
the gentlemen elected as above had previously expressed them- 
selves in favour of the Wharf scheme, which he, as an elector, 
had felt obliged to oppose. 

If Christmas day was warm enough for spring the New Year 
has brought some thoroughly seasonable weather. The rain 
which had been falling for twenty-four hours changed, about 
10 p.m. on the 31st Dec., to snow, and by midnight the houses 
and open country were clothed in white. The fall ceased before 
morning, while the biting wind continued, and the roads were 
frozen hard by daylight. The frozen ground, strong wind and 
bitter cold on New Year's day effectually stopped the Paper 
Hunt ; and induced even the countrypeople and boatmen to 
give themselves a holiday. Not a single workman and hardly 
a pedestrian was to be seen in the fields, and hardly a boat on 
the river outside the harbour limits. Passage boats made for 
the nearest creek and Jay there. Ponds and still creeks were 
éovered with a thick coating of ice next morning, when the 
continued cold weather rendered the ee Hunt still out of the 
question. The ground was far too hard for the ponies, and the 
wind too strong for the paper to lie, and too cold for the riders 
to have found any enjoyment, even without these hindrances, 
Early risers, however, might have varied their amusement in the 
morning on the ice on some of the ponds and still creeks in the 
country—though it was not thick enough to bear more than 
two or three at once. There is not room on these small pieces 
of water for good skating, but there is room on many of them 
to move about fairly. But even a good slide is not to be despised, 
as a variety. 

The cold still continues, the thermometer at night marking 
about 23 degrees, which however fails to represent the sensation 
caused by the keen wind. On the water the range has been 
much lower; the Peling reports her thermometer as low as 
9 degrees on the morning of the 2nd January, and that it only 
rose to 11 degrees during the same day. Those who have had 
the hardihood to leave warm chambers at early morn and face 
the keen rigours of the frosty air, in search of that most enjoy- 
able and healthful of winter amusements, skating, have 
had rare opportunities of indulging in the pastime. The 
ice has “borne” in safety, and, notwithstanding the 
provident harvesting of the ice-farmers, each successive 
day has seen the uncertain recreation ground become more solid 
and expansive. The ranks of the skaters have gone on in- 
creasing, and every morning now sees a migratory crowd de- 
scend on the ponds behind Hongkew, where, in graceful evolu- 
tions and invigorating exercise, the hours are passed till business 
demands a return to the Settlement. More lasting than the 
fleeting pleasure of skating, however, we may expect from the 
present severe frost to have a good supply of ice against the 
next hot season, of a quality superior in purity and power to 
that we usually obtain from local sources. 

A report of the working of the recreation fund from April, 
1872, to October, 1473, has been issued. The assets of the trust 
are valued at Tls. 38,029, and the liabilities at Tls. 1,409, besides 
a disputed sum of Tls.174. The income for the year is esti- 
mated at Tls. 9.545, and the expenditure at Tls. 6,045, leaving a 
surplus net income of Tls. 3,500. The report will give some 
impression of the trouble which has been taken by the 
honorary secretary, Mr. Groom, in managing the affairs of the 
trust ; and the public, who are so much interested in it will, 
we are sure, fully endorse the following passage in a letter from 
the trustees, acknowledging the receipt of the report which 
we subjoin :—“ We feel that it has been mainly owing to your 
exertions that the fund now under the control of the trustees 
‘was rescued from the jeopardy in which it was placed by the 
depreciation of the property in which the capital was originally 
invested, and to your subsequent care that the income has been 
brought into its present satisfactory position. As a slight 
acknowledgement of your services in this respect, which have 
been extended over a period of nearly six years, we beg your 
acceptance of the accompanying cheque for Tls. 500, and we re- 
quest you will provide yourself with such suitable testimonial 
as you may deem most acceptable.”—The fund is in fact not 
only free from encumbrance (except the mortgage of Tls. 27,500 
on the Club building), but in possession of an income which 
may be very usefully applied. ; 

e S.S.N. Co.’s steamer Plymouth Rock, which left for 
Hankow on the 31st Dec., returned to Shanghai on the 7th Jan., 
in tow of the Hirado, having been disabled by an accident to 
her rudder. The steamer had nearly passed the crossing at 
Oly phant’s Island in safety, sufficient water having been found 
to warrant the attempt, when she pe aground. The Honan was 
in attendance, and having received some of the ’ymouth Lock’s 
cargo, helped her to get off, but as the Plymouth Mock was back- 
ing astern her rudder struck one of those humps of mud which 
suddenly form or are deposited in the Yangtsze, and of which no 
trace had manifested itself as the steamer passed over the same 
spot the previous day. By this accident she was disabled, and 
as she slewed round she was held by the obstruction. Her cargo 
was transhipped into the //onun, which took it on to Kiukiang. 
The Plymouth Rock is reported to be uninjured as regards her 
hull, while the d e her rudder has sustained, though dis- 
abling the vessel for the time, is not believed to be of a nature 
to require that she should be docked. 
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The Pacific Mail Company announce that their contract with 
the Pacific railroads, for the conveyance of through freight from 
China and Japan, has been cancelled ; but that they will in 
future give through bills of lading for New York vic Panama, 
A steamer will be despatched from Hong Kong to Panama once 
a month, touching at Yokohama and San Francisco ; the Shang- 
hai connection with the main steamer at Yokohama being main- 
tained as before. 


The Loonghwa passenger boat has been upset and sunk near 
the mouth of the Pagoda creek, during a heavy blow by collision 
with a Minhong cargo boat. The passengers saved themselves 
by swimming ashore. Some of our readers may not be aware 
that-Chinese passenger boats, from all the considerable villages 
in the neighbourhood, ply daily to and from Shanghai ; starting 
and returning with the tide as this suits, 


A very sad accident has happened on board the tug Fokelin, 
resulting in the death of the mate, Henry Anderson. The 
Fokelin had been outside, cruising in quest of employment, and 
meeting with the mail steamer Delta, which had that day picked 
up the castaway crew of a junk, was directed where to fall in 
with the wreck. When it was found, Anderson and a China- 
man went off and fastened a hawser to it, but in returning to 
the tug their small boat was capsized by the heavy sea running, 
and they were in a position of great peril, hanging on to the boat 
for some time before they could be picked up, while the enterprise 
in which they were engaged had to be abandoned. Anderson 
in a short time declared himself recovered from the effects of his 
immersion in the chilly water and resumed duty in the wheel- 
house. While he was momentarily leaning from the doorway, a 
sudden lurch caused him to lose his footing and fall with consi- 
derable force against the rail, on which his head struck, behind 
the ear. He was assisted to a berth, and as grave symptoms 
manifested themselves, all speed was made to reach Shanghai 
and obtain medical assistance. On the return of the tug, Dr. 
Macgowan was called, but the unfortunate man was past the 
reach of medical aid, death from concussion of the brain occur- 
ring very soon after his arrival here. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 15th Jan.; no 
later mail from London had arrived out. 


The Hong Kong Daily Press, remarking upon the subject of 
the proposed essays on the British Opium Policy and its resulta, 
says :— 

“Tt is clear that the object which the prize-givers have in 
view is to obtain a condemnation of the opium policy, and that 
it will be hopeless for any to enter the lists who are not pre- 
pared to take up this side of the question. The subject, how- 
ever, has been so well discussed that it is little likely that any- 
thing new can he advanced upon it on either side. If, however, 
it is desired simply to arrive at the facts connected with the 
subject, this can be done with the greatest ease by simply 
perusing the evidence which was given before the Select Com- 
mittee on the Indian Revenue in 1871. The points which have, 
however, been urged most persistently against the opium traffic, 
is that Great Britain was responsible for introducing the trade 
into China, and that but for foreign opium being imported the 
use of the drug would discontinue. Both these statements are, 
however, clearly proved to be contrary to fact.” 

It is beyond question that long before any foreigner placed 
his foot on the coast of China a steady trade in opium had 
been conducted between China and India over the borders, and 
that the cultivation of the poppy has been going on for ages in 
many provinces of China itself. Speaking of the action of the 
Chinese authorities, who propose to encourage the cultivation of 
opium, should there be any attempt made to stop the foreign 
trade, the Daily Press says :—“ In the face of such facts as these 
it is impossible not to feel that the whole subject has been much 
misrepresented and misconceived from the first ; that opium is 
by no means so injurious as is imagined; and that certainly 
foreign nations are not responsible for its consumption in China, 
so that there can be no valid reason for the British Government 
putting down a valuable source of revenue in India. The only 
effect of so doing would be to largely increase the cultivation in 
China, and to place in the hands of the Chinese officials the 
taxes which we might fairly collect ourselves in India.” 

Notice is given that an extraordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders of the Canton Insurance Company will be held at 
the offices of the Company, for the purpose of passing a special 
resolution for the formation of a reserve fund, and also to con- 
sider a proposal having reference to the mode of dealing with 
such reserve fund.

from London Dec. 19 arrived out on the 22nd Jan. The follow- 
ing items are from the Straits Times :-— 

Admiral Sir Charles Shadwell landed officially at Dalhousie 
pier under a salute of nine guns from Fort Canning and a guard 
of honour of the 10th Regiment ; he was received on landing 
by the Hon. Colonial Secretary. His Excellency the Governor's 
Aide-de-Camp and a number of officials, foreign consuls, and 
residents were present. He is guest at Government House. 

The exact results of Sir Andrew Clarke’s expedition to Laroot 
and Perak have not yet transpired. What Sir Andrew Clarke 
has done is to secure for the Rajah Muda of Perak the acknow- 
ledgment and submission of the Muntri of Laroot and of all the 
native rajahs and head men of both, and to have him crowned 
as Sultan in their presence, thus putting an end for ever to 
the hereditary differences which have existed there so long. 
The Rajah Muda, or Sultan as he is now termed, has on 
his part entered upon a treaty with us, allowing a British 
resident to be appointed to his capital, with an assistant resident 
at the capital of Laroot, and he also that the revenues of 
his country shall be collected by the British Government, which 
will put an end to the petty oppression of which we have heard 
somuch. The Chinese societies in Laroot have all been disarmed, 
and substantial security to the extent of $50,000 obtained for the 
preservation of the peace. The Muntri of Laroot has agreed to 
pay all the expenses of the expedition. The foreshore opposite 
the Dindings, concerning which there has existed an old dispute, 
has, we further hear, been conceded to us by the Sultan. 

In the Supreme Court the Chief Justice has delivered judgment 
in the actions against the Siamese steamer Chow Phya, which 
have been pending in Court for some time past. The decisions 
are important, involving some very nice points of law as applied 
to foreign ships. It was given against the ship in one case and 
in her favour in another. 

We learn that the N. I. 8S. N. Co.’s steamer Lieut.-Gen. 
Kroesen, which has been plying for some time past between 
Singapore and Macassar, via Samarang and Sourabaya, has been 
laid up at the latter port for repair. In consequence, the com- 

y have chartered the steamer Fenelon to replace her on this 
ine until the repairs are completed. 

The following is from the Batavia Handelablad :— 

“ We are informed that from the British ship Tumerlane 
8,000 half-chests of undamaged tea have been saved ; salvage 
operations are being steadily continued. We hope that this new 
mishap may induce the authorities concerned to carry out, as 
speedily as possible, the plan that has been formed for the pur- 
pose of building a lighthouse on Gaspar island.” 

The official report of the loss of the Aeroliet runs as follows :— 

“ According to a telegram from the Resident of Sourabaya, 
the Netherlands barque <Aeroliet, lying in that roadstead, has 
been totallly destroyed by fire, in consequence of the explosion 
of gunpowder forming part of her cargo. By her being sent to 
the bottom two other vessels were in time prevented from 
sharing the same fate. Amongst the cargo of the Aeroliet were 
1,900 pieces of Government tin, and £.40,000 in specie belonging 
to private persons.”

SHancHat.—Business had been insignificant in extent—far short of 
that usually booked at this season of the year. For this the holidays 
were partly accountable, but the principal cause was the action of the 
native bankers, who by their refusal to countenance other than men of 
undoubted credit, had effectually prevented the customary speculation 
and confined the trade within more legitimate and more satisfactory 
bounds. To merchants of good standing money was cheap in the na- 
tive market, but few such required facilities or rather care to speculate 
until they can see more clearly how the native New Year settling time 
is to pass over. Of 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings the settlements for the fort- 
night were under 60,000 pieces, against upwards of 200,000 pieces last 
year, but holders were raising their prices for good to best cloth. Collie’s 
Lions were not now obtainable at Tls. 1.97, and for one of Dewhurst’s 
best chops Tls. 2.034 was refuaed. Amongst the sales registered were 
Mendel’s Hand and Branch at Tls. 1.97, Pillars at Tls. 1.92, and Horse 
and Jockey at Tls. 1.95; Collie’s Lion and Eagle at Tis. 1.97 nett. 
Dewhurst’s Red Pheasants at Tis. 1.94, and their best Eagles at Tls. 
2 nett. 7 Ib. saleable only at very low rates; Tls. 1.51 to 1.54 for 
common, and Tls. 1.66 for Collie’s Lions. For 6 lbs. there was scarcely 
any demand, but an enquiry had sprung up for heavy Shirtings, and 
busineas result: at full previous quotations. In White Shirtings no 
movements were recorded, but about 19,000 pieces of 7 1b. T-Cloths 
Mexicans had found buyers. Prices, however, were very low, and must 
sho 1 heavy loss on cost; Tls. 1.32 to 1.35 for Ship on Globe ; and 
Tis. 1.35 for Stewart's Lion and Flag. Drills : The course of the mar- 
ket was still downwards ; good 14 |b. English, Tls. 2.25. In Jeans no 
business had taken place. Of Fancy Cottons only a few Gentian Shirt- 
ings at Tle. 2.50 per piece, some 2? lb, Turkey Reds ut Tis. 1.90 per 
piece, and a small parcel of Black and Gentian Brocades at Tls. 2.65 to 
2.90 were reported. Turkey Red Shirtings of the lighter weights were 
asked for. Woollens : Nothing done in any article saving Scarlet Long 
Ells, and demand for them not brisk, being choked off by high prices 
demanded. C.P.H. chop, Tls. 7.25 and Tis. 7.10 declined for H.D.B. 
quality. Metals and Coals without alteration. 

Foocnow.—The only business done had been comprised in the sale 
of 500 pieces T-Cloths at $1.90 per piece. 

Maniia.—There had been no change in our market for Plain Staples, 
and quotations remained unaltered. For Coloured goods of suitable 
styles a fair demand existed.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

THe Hacue, Fes. 18.—The Government has received the following 
official despatch from Atchin, dated the 14th inst. :—“On the 12th 
inst. we captured a fort constructed by Toekoenante against our ally 
Toekoenek. Our losses were three killed and thirteen wounded. The 
occupation of this fort had a political and strategical object. Toekoe- 
nante took to flight. Cholera is decreasing.” 

Srycaporr, Fes. 19.—The Netherlands Consul-General announces 
that the forts of the hostile chiefs have been captured by the Dutch 
troops with a loss of three killed and thirteen wounded. The Dutch 
artillery are leaving Atchin with a portion of the troops. The 
troops remaining will fortify the mosque of the Kraton. It is reported 
that the Dutch blockade of Atchin will continue during the next 
monsoon. 

Penxana, FEB, 20.—The Penang Gazette publishes a rumour asserting 
that the Dutch troops had a smart engagement with the Atchinese on 
the 15th inst. The Dutch are stated to have suffered heavy losses in 
killed and wounded, including several commissioned officers. The loss 
of the Atchinese was unknown. 


POLITICAL TROUBLES IN JAPAN. 

Yepo, Fes. 19.—Serious political troubles in Japan are anticipated. 
Iwakura, the Prime Minister, has tendered his resignation, which has 
been refused. The people clamour for war against Korea, and this or a 
civil war is deemed inevitable. 

NAGASAKI, FEB, 20.—A serious insurrection has broken out in the 
district of Hizeu, The insurgents have destroyed the land telegraph 
lines. 

Naaasakt, Fes, 21.—The situation here is considered critical The 
Saga Rebels are reported to be very close to Nagasaki, and the foreign 
residents have made preparations to leave in the men-or-war. The 
Government party is weak. 

(Times CORRESPONDENT’S TELEGRAM.) 

SHancuat, Fes. 21.—A serious insurrection has broken out in Japan. 
Nagasaki is menaced. The people want a war with Korea. The 
Ministry have tendered their resignation, but it has been refused.

THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 

The Times correspondent gives an account of a riot that occurred at 
Clunes, owing to the determination of the Miners’ Association at that 
place to shut out the competition of Chinese labour. The owners of 
the Lothair Mine at Clunes had spent large sums in labour and ma- 
chinery without getting dividends, when their miners began to claim 
exceptional indulgences which the company were not in a position to 


concede. They wished work stopped frum three o'clock on Saturday to | 


seven on Monday ; tu work only cleven “shifts every fortnight, but 
to be paid fur twelve, and, if called upon to work on an emergency 
after the hour for leaving off on Saturday, to get double pay for that 
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“ shift.” The miners struck for these terms, and the mine was un- 
worked for about three months, during which the directors were look- 
ing out for labour and found many who accepted the company’s condi- 
tions, but these were induced to break their engagements by the Clunes 
Miners’ Assuciation. As a last resource, the directurs engaged a number 
of Chinamen, who would not be subject to the same influences, and, 
expecting an attempt at intimidation, obtained an escort of police for 
the coaches in which the labourers were to be driven to Clunes. The 
miners, who had received information of the expected arrival, threw up 
a barricade across the rvad which the coaches kad to pass and turned 
out in force to defend it, armed with axes, picks, and other weapons 
which caine to hand. As the couches approached they were met by a 
volley of stones, and the police, who gallantly attempted to force a 
passage, were driven back by overwhelining numbers, some of them 
seriously hurt. The Chinese were glad enough to make their escape, 
and would haye nv invre of Clunes, sv the miners gained the day. 

The Melbourne Age, which cannot afford to risk its popularity with 
the miners any more than the Government, finds an excuse for the 
outrage in what it calls the improper interference and partiality of the 
police in “taking the side” of the Chinese from the first, which, in 
view of the facts, is about as reasonable as it would be to charge the 
police with “taking a side” in protecting a child against a mob of 
ruffians. Indeed, the police appear to be the only people who have 
done their duty in the mutter. 





THE PLUNDER oF THE SumMeR Patace at PEexktnc.—The ques- 
tion of the Civil List of Napoleon IIL, about which so much has 
been said, seems likely to end ina compromise. A certain sum, pro- 
bably about £60,000, will be given for the disputed collections, With 
respect to the Chinese Museum, a curious point of discussion has 


, arisen, which is understood now to constitute the chief obstacle to a 


final settlement. That collection was made by the army ; in other 
words, it is a selection from the plunder of the Summer Palace and 
from the general booty of the campaign in China. The question is 
whether the presenta made to the Empress by that army were offered 
to the Sovereign or to the woman. It has not been a common 
custom with armies to present tithes of their spoils to their Sovereign. 
Tt appears that the Empress was very gencrous to the troops employed 
in China, and sent them large quantities of lint, brandy, cigars, and 
other necessaries and comforts, paid for out of her own pocket. So 
her advocates say that the princely gift was a token of gratitude to the 
charitable woman, The Commission inclines to think that an army 
could make such a present only to the Sovereign, and in this latter 
case, the Sovereign being deposed, it belongs to the country. It is 
thus a very nice question, but it is expected to be settled in favour of 
the Empress, since it would not comport with the dignity of a great 
country to show itself too rigorous and exacting in such a matter. 


THE Weekly Review says :—Native Christian chapels have been so 
far constructed along the two thousand miles uf the sea-coast of China 
that for cight hundred miles of that coast a traveller might put up at 
a Christian chapel cach night of the journey. We learn by a recent 
mail that the Rey. Mr. Corbett, an American missionary, in a tour he 
has just made in the Shantung Province, extending over two months, 
baptised about one hundred adults, and about sixty children of be- 
lievers. Those who know Mr. Corbett, says the correspondent, will 
feel assured that he is not a person to be carried away by a tide of en- 
thusiasm, or to receive persons into the Church on superficial evidence. 
There seems to be a genuine work of grace in the rural districts of the 
Shantung Province, where the truth has been made known. These 
persons are drawn to the Christian standard by no hope of support or 
emolument. On the other hand, they encounter reproach and persecu- 
tion that often affects their business as well as their social standing. 


THE Atheneum says :—From a letter from the Abbé Armand David 
dated Kiang-si, and addressed to a member of the Paris Geographical 
Society, we learn that this traveller, in his journey through China, has 
discovered that the river Hangkiang, the very name of which was until 
lately unknown, is by no means an insignificant stream, but, on the 
contrary, an important highway of commerce, traversed by vessels of 
every size. The lower part of the river is wide, but studded here and 
there with sandbanks, The remainder of the stream is navigable, but 
the rapids are numerous, and rocks are not unfrequent. Coal was seen 
to exist in two places in the south-east of Shansi, and in the north-east 
of Houpe. The town of Kien-tchang-fu, about three leagues off, is 
well provided with coal, as, indeed, are all the towns passed by Pére 
David from Kiu-kiang up to Kiang-si. He intends to finish his tour by 
a journey along the eastern parts of Kiang-si, and perhaps by a visit to 
Fo-kien. 


A PaPER on Buddhism was read by Mr. Beal, at Plymouth, last week. 
A translation has recently been made by this gentleman of the Ab- 
hinesh Bramana Sutra (Fo-pen-hing-tsi King), a work that contains the 
original life of Buddha. This book forms one of the Chinese Bud- 
dhist books in the library of the India-office, and is regarded as a valu- 
ble authority upon the subject of the origin and development of the 
; Legend of Buddha.

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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Haapunc, Fes, 17. 

At the last sitting of the Bundesrath the important subject of the 
paper money with which Germany is inundated came under discussion, 
and gave rise to avery satisfactory explanatiun and solution on the 
ws of the Government. The representative of Saxony wished for in- 

rmation as to the steps intended to be taken with regard to calling in 
and cancelling the Bank-notes and paper money issued by the Govern- 
ments of the various separate States, in reply to which the Minister of 
State and Vice-Chancellor Delbruck stated that the grounds of objec- 
tion which induced the Government last year to postpone any altera- 
tion now no longer existed, and that he was prepared to bring forward 
the discussion on the Bill to be laid before Parliament at one of their 
next meetings, if so wished for. The Saxon Plenipotentiary expressed 
himself in favour of loging no more time; and the representative of 
Baden pointed out that the Southern States had an especial interest in 
settling the question of the pee issue of Imperial paper money, 
because the notes of the South German States were made out in florins, 
and it would be impossible to prevent the deterioration of their value 
after the introduction of the new currency, which was expected to take 
place on the Ist January, 1875. In reply to the Bavarian Pleni- 
potentiary the President Delbruck announced the intention of the 
Government to lay before Parliament the draft of the Bill for the 
general regulation of the banks and banknotes in their next session in 
the autumn. This announcement was received with great satisfaction. 

The above-mentioned draft of the Bill for the creation of Imperial 
paper money runs as follows :— 


Art. 1. The Chancellor of the Empire is authorised to issue Imperial 
paper money ( Reichs Cassenscheine) to the extent of 3 marks per head 
of the population by the census of December, 1871, in sums of 5, 25, 
and 50 marks, and to distribute them to the separate States according 
to their respective populations. 

Art. 2. Every State of the Union is bound to call in all the paper 
money issued by them and now in circulation by July 1, 1875, at the 
latest, and proceed to cancel them as soon as possible. 

Art. 3. Those States whose outstanding notes exceed three marks 

head of their population receive from the Imperial Treasury one- 
Balt of such excess as an advance repayable in ten equal annual instal- 
ments. These repayments are to be employed in cancelling an equal 
amount of Imperial Cassenscheine. . 

Art. 4. Those States that have issued notes of their own are only to 
employ the Imperial Cassenscheine in exchange for their own, provided 
that the amount is not more than the above-mentioned proportion to 
the population. 

Art. 5. The Cassenscheine will be taken in payment at their full 
nominal value at all the public departments of every State of the Union, 
er exchanged for gold coin at the option of the holder. In private trade 
no one is obliged to take them in payment. 

Art. 6. The business of preparing, printing, and issuing the Cassen- 
scheine is committed to the Prussian Chief Administration of the 
State Debts, which has also to receive and exchange for account of the 
Empire defective notes, provided that the missing part is less than 
one-half. Whether in other cases compensation can be made ex- 
ceptionally is left to the discretion of the above-named department. 

Art. 7. Previous to the issue of the Cassenscheine a notice must be 

blished giving detailed particulars of their appearance, for the general 
information of the public. The control over the execution and issue 
of the Cassenscheine will be exercised by the Commissioners for the 
Imperial Debt. 

Art. 8, All further emissions of paper money by‘any of the separate 
Governments can only be effected by the passing of an Imperial Act of 
Parliament. 

Butthe most important andabsorbing business of the present short ses- 
sion is that for the reorganisation of the Army, which, according tothe 
Ministerial Bill, will comprise on the peace establishment aforce of 401,659 
non-commissioned officers and privates, exclusive of commissioned officers 
and the one-year Volunteers. The army is to be divided into eighteen 
army corps, of which Prussia and the North German States will furnish 
fourteen, Bavaria two, and Saxony and Wurtemberg one each. After 
three years’ service the men may be transferred to the Freatz-Reserve, 
which is formed for filling up vacancies in the line or to strengthen 
the army, if requisite. In addition to this force, each regiment has 
its Landwehr Regiment, which is liable to be called out for active 
service in case of war or mobilisation. Thus the total disposable force 
in case of necessity that can be placed in the field at a fortnight’s notice 
isa million and a half of fighting men. 

In Parliamentary circles at Berlin, the question has been raised what 
eourse should be pursued if any of the thirty members for Alsace- 
Lorraine, which now for the first time is admitted to direct re- 
presentation in the German Parliament, should get up and imake 
a speech in French if not feeling himself able to express him- 
self adequately in German. There is no regulation in the bye- 
laws of the House that directly prohibits the use of a foreign lan- 
guage in addressing the Parliament, but the #2nd_ Section allows mem- 

not sufficiently acquainted with German—this has reference to the 
Polish members—to read off their speeches when written down in Ger- 
man, It is supposed that this rule will apply to the Alsatian mem- 
bers, at all events for a limited period, though practically it would be 
superfluous, as of course all the members—perhaps with the exception 
of the cleven tailors, tanners, printers, and locksmiths, who represent 
the Social Democrats—understand French quite as well as their native 
German. There is, however, no particular necessity fur bringing the 
uestion specially before Parliament and settling it by a formal resolu- 
tion of the House. A much moro important question for solution 
is the attitude to be taken by Parliament if the Alsatian mem- 
bers protest against the forced annexation and make a motion to 
take the sense of the local population by a general plebixcit. It 
will depend very much on how the motion is worded, whether 
the President of the House will deem it admissible at all, or, 
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which is more likely, will refer it to the standing committee to be 
dealt with by them. This is not such a shadowy subject as the 
imaginary one about the language above mentioned, for it is well known 
that the majority of these new members are Particularists and Ultra- 
montanes, opposed to the Government, and anxious for re-annexation 
to France, though their own sense, if they have any, must tell them 
that that is entirely out of the question, and can only be effected if the 
French become victors when they undertake their threatened guerre de 
revanche.

The Gazeta di Venezia publishes an Italian translation of the Japanese 
Press Law of the 19th October last. According to this ducument all 
newspapers printed in Japan require a concession, and each number 
must contain the date and place where printed, together with the 
names of the publisher and editor. ‘They are allowed to notice, but 
without a malevolent tendency, extraordinary natural events, conflagra- 
tions, wars, commercial intelligence, births, marriages and deaths, ad- 
vertisements, literary notices, and similar subjects ; but they are pro- 
hibited from attacking the Government or criticising its acta, discussing 
the laws, or “confusing the public mind by obstinately comparing 
native institutions with those of foreign countries to the prejudice of 
the former.” The publisher is bound to give the authorities any ex- 
planation they require. 

Dr. J. J. Rein, the Frankfort naturalist, who last year made some 
interesting discoveries in the Atlas Mountains and the Canary Islands, 
has been engaged by the Prussian Government to make a acientific 
journey in Japan, and has already gone out for the execution of his 
mission. 

The commander of the German corvette Nymphe has sent to the 
Hydrographical Department of the Admiralty at Berlin a long and in- 
teresting account of the capabilities of Chusan and the neighbouring 
islands of that group, which is now being reproduced in the Hamburg 
Borsen-Halle. ‘The harbour of Tinghai, a town containing 35,000 in- 
habitants, is praised as having good anchorage, and being roomy and 
safe, because sheltered from all winds. Provisions and naval stores are 
good and cheap, wages are low, and merchant vessels are recommended 
to touch there if they stand in need of repairs or provisions.

Society, who has gained some celebrity by his scientific researches in 
China, has been elected corresponding member of the Imperial Geo- 
cap Society at St. Petersburg.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Fes. 18. 

The Second Chamber of the States-General re-assembled to-day, and it 
is earnestly to be hoped that in the next few months something like busi- 
ness may be done. It is a fact, and a lamentable one, that our Liberal 
party has, since 1869, been ina most abnormal state. Three Liberal 
Cabinets have successively held the reins of Government, and notwith- 
standing that they were backed by a majority they have felt themselves 
obliged to resign office, and undoubtedly the present Ministry would 
have shared the same if the Atchin war had not formed a buoy to which 
they could cling. There are some who believe that the decay of 
the Liberal party is due to a want of talented men, but I thi 
the true reason must be ascribed to the prevailing dislike on the part 
of the public for economical reorganisations, both here and in Java, 
There are very wealthy classes in Holland, and in the first place I 
name the landlords, farmers, and capitalists, who enjoy much higher 
incomes than they obtained twenty years ago. But the third and 
fourth class—the clerks and the workpeople—are reduced to poverty, 
because their incomes do not increase in a ratio with the higher cost .of 
living. And their struggles become every day more arduous because 
our national capital is not now used to promote trade and industry, 
but is for the greater part invested in foreign stocks and in financial 
undertakings abroad. It is almost impossible to find subscribers for 
any large national undertaking, and the capital for such has to be 
sought in England. A great fault of our legislators is that they have 
hitherto permitted the injustice that capital invested in home and 
foreign stocks should not be taxed whilst home industry is subjected 
to a heavy income-tax. Pecple grumble because the Liberals on their 
accession to power promised to abolish several obsolete and pnjust 
taxes ; promised a reorganisation of our means of defence and of our 
army; a Reform Bill and several other important reorganisations, 
promises for which we have waited in vain for fulfilment. If 
this should continue it is more than probable that the days of 
our Liberal Government are numbered. The result of the in- 
cidental elections which have just taken place clearly proves that the 
Liberal party is losing ground. For instance, Mr. H. C. Verniers van 
der Loeff is again in the minority at the clection for the district of 
Gouda. He only obtained 985 votes, whilst Mr. M. Bichon van Yasel- 
monde obtained 911, and Mr. H. J. van der Heim 686 votes. Both 
these gentlemen being anti-revolutionists it is more than probable that 
the Liberal candidate will be finally ousted by the representative of the 
Orthodox party, Dr. A. Kuyper, who has at last accepted the seat to 
which he was elected. 

The day before yesterday a meeting was held at Utrecht to promote 
the interests of the establishment of a college at Batavia. An amount 
of £500,000 is wanted for this purpose, and has already 
contributed £.160,000.!

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

From the telegrams received it appears certain that there 
has been a vast number of deaths from cholera amongst the 
Dutch Expeditionary forces ; next we are confirmed in our 
opinion that General VAN SWIETEN and his colleagues 
have created much distrust and ill-feeling by stopping all 
information except such as they choose to disclose through 
their own official channels ; petty successes are thus mag- 
nified into triumphs, and all damaging intelligence is sup- 
pressed. We learn in addition to these particulars that 
the Dutch have endeavoured to combine diplomacy with 
warfare, and have all the while been pressing advantageous 
(or what they themselves please to deem advantageous) 
overtures on the Sultan for his acceptance. This course is 
far from statesmanlike. Holland would attain her ends 
best if she refrained from putting forward her terms of 
peace until her soldiers had inflicted a crushing blow. This 
blow has not yet been struck. In spite of the fall of the 
Kraton the Atchinese still keep the field, and “the result 
considered to have decided the war” (we quote from the 
telegram of Jan. 24) seems to have left VAN SwIETEN 
with his task but half accomplished. Inland the Sultan’s 
dominions are “ extensive, mountainous, and thickly 
wooded ;” and military opinion is that the Dutch troops, 
unless largely reinforced, would be utterly inadequate to 
follow the enemy into the unknown fastnesses of the in- 
terior. 

But if our information as to the condition and prospects 
of the Dutch -is scanty, our knowledge, on the other 
hand, of the state of affairs among the Atchinese rests 
wholly on the reports conveyed by spies, and upon rumours 
contradictory and confused. Thus, the scouts affirm that 
there are two Dutch, three French, three English, and five 
Americans assisting the Atchinese, and the military skill 
shown in constructing earthworks and handling guns is 
alleged to support this statement. But though the pre- 
sence of these foreigners was believed in, no further re- 
ference to the subject has since that date been made. Then 
we have had the Sultan’s death announced, and a short 
time after the announcement is contradicted. Sometimes 
he is said to be determined to resist to the last, sometimes 
to be personally willing to conclude terms of peace. One 
day he has been deposed by his people, and on the next it 
turns out to be the people who are weary of the war, and 
their chiefs who are goading them on to resistance. And 
so one after another irreconcilable telegrams keep pouring 
in ; our latest news being to the effect that the Dutch have 
been repulsed when in pursuit of the Atchinese, losing two 
mitrailleuses, and having eighteen of their soldiers slain. 
This message comes to us from an “ independent” source, 
or, as we should term it, a source not to be depended upon. 

The end, the “ bitter end,” has not yet come, and it 
would be unwise to affect a foreknowledge which may, 
after all, turn out ridiculously incorrect ; but the interests 
of England will be best served by a speedy conclusion of 
these unhappy struggles. The war may, perhaps, give a 
little briskness to the cattle trade at Penang, and to one or 

, two other special branches of commerce, but this circum- 
stance by no means makes up for the serious losses which 
would result if Atchin become largely depopulated, and the 
pepper plantations fall out of cultivation. There can be 
no doubt, however, that, unless the war party in Holland 
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are defeated by the leaders of the Opposition at home, or 
decide that the objects to be gained are not worth the ex- 
penditure involved, the kingdom of Atchin must in no 
long time be reduced completely to subjection. Of course 
if their ammunition fails them the resistance of the Malays 
must suddenly collapse ; and we confess that it puzzles us 
to know by what means they contrive to keep up their 
supplies of powder; but, that difficulty left out of the ques- 
tion, it is clear that they can mass their own soldiers in 
positions where the invaders will find it impossible to drag 
up their military train; they can protract the contest by 
vigorous jungle warfare, they have the hot season comin 
on, and they can weary the Dutch forces by marching an 
countermarching along difficult lines of route; and then, 
when the rains ecin to fall, they may count upon the re- 
Bppesrenic? of cholera and fever among VAN SWIETEN’S 
exhausted army. These are the resources still available 
to the Sultan of ATHcIN and his generals if they are 
bent, like GAMBETTA, on resisting to the last. Allies 
they have none, for the Rajah of PEDIER may be counted 
as one of themselves, and though we know nothing 
of the numbers which they have actually under arms, yet 
it is clear that, as their own battalions are thinned by war 
or disease, few—if any—recruits will be obtainable ; in 
spite, however, of these disadvantages, evidently the Dutch, 
though they have carried the Kraton, are not yet at the 
end of the campaign, but have still plenty of trouble and a 
heavy expenditure before them. It would be a wise, 
a graceful, and (we suppose we must needs mention it) a 
costless act on the part of England if she were now to step 
in‘and offer to Ion her good offices to close this melancholy 
little war, by mediating between the Dutch aggressors and 
the Sultan. Both parties are, or have been, in alliance with 
ourselves, and though we lately withdrew from our Treaty 
obligations to the latter, yet he certainly never did us any 
wrong, and only got involved in his present distresses 
because we somewhat shabbily abandoned him to the ten- 
der mercies of the hungry Dutch. 


THE CHINA CUSTOMS STATISTICS, 1863-72. 

IN a recent issue we acknowledged the receipt of a copy 
of the above returns, compiled for the Vienna Exhibition 
by the order of the Inspector-General. We gladly recom- 
mend them to the notice of all interested in trade rela- 
tions with the Chinese Empire. The compilation is pre- 
faced by an introduction explanatory of the part taken in 
the Vienna Exhibition by the Chinese Customs, and the 
object in view—the illustration of the international ex- 
change of products—is pointed out, as well as the method 
taken to ensure its attainment. The statistics which fol- 
low consist of a series of elaborately drawn up and some- 
wlfat complicated tables, showing (lst) the gross amount of 
foreign tonnage under different flags employed in direct 
trade between China and foreign countries, or in the coasting 
trade between the'several Treaty ports; (2nd) the gross values 
of all cargoes in foreign bottoms, subdivided under the 
headings of import, export, re-export and coast trade; (3rd) 
tables showing the revenue derived by China on trade in 
foreign bottoms at the Treaty ports ; and (4th) population 
statistics of the Chinese ports frequented by foreigners, 
with notes on the number of cities, the population and 
physical characteristics of the provinces in which the ports 
are situated. 

Thus the scheme is tolerably comprehensive, and though 
it seems at first somewhat involved, “a mighty maze with- 
out a plan,” yet a careful study will deduce order out of 
the seeming chaos, and we doubt not that mercantile men 
will derive much information from the tables. We refrain, 
reluctantly, from quoting any of the figures, for the reason 
that each table forms part of a whole, and is dependent in 
some measure on those which precede and follow it. There 
are some few imperfections ; and we cannot avoid noticing 
that no returns or statistics of China trade can be worth 
the labour bestowed upon them, so long as certain obvious 
fallacies and assumptions are allowed to pass unchallenged 
and uncorrected ; and first and foremost among these 
fallacies is that which is paraded so ostentatiously in all 
the Chinese Customs Returns, i.e, that Hong Kong is a 
foreign port, and that goods reaching any Treaty port from 
thence are to be regarded as of foreign origin, and as 
coming from a foreign country. This assumption leads to 
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anomalies so absurd as to be ano mgrsd ble: Thus, , 
for instance, goods of Chinese origin from Canton to j 
Shanghai, merely passing through Hong Kong, lose their ; 
nationality by the mere fact of transhipment, and on' 
arrival at their port of destination, are regarded as foreign ; 
and subjected to the same duties as goods from London or 
Marseilles. 


WE rejoice to see that the last mail brings a complete 
and satisfactory confirmation of the telegram received in 
January, of the abolition of the odious Macao coolie trade. 
At last our efforts in aiding members of Parliament to | 
expose this vile traffic during the last ten years have been 
crowned with success. The honourable inhabitants of | 
Macao will, we are sure, always remember with gratitude | 
our persistence in clearing their Settlement of the foul 
stain which for so many years has hung over it. 


WirH the present number we give—in a separate sheet 
for reference—the complete list of the new House of Com- 
mons ; also a list of old M.P.’s excluded, and we regret that 
this list includes many who took an interest in the affairs 
of China and the Far East, such as ROBERT JARDINE, 
CHARLES MAGNIAC, JAMES WHITE, EDGAR BowRINa, 
EDWARD AKROYD, SINCLAIR AYTOUN, and Sir CHARLES 
WINGFIELD.

We are enabled to confirm the statement which recently ap- 
peared in our columns that Rear-Admiral F. B. P. Seymour, 
C.B., one of the Lords of the Admiralty in Mr. Gladstone’s 
Administration, will succeed Vice-Admiral Sir C. F. A. Shad- 
well, K.C.B., on the latter completing his three years’ command, 
in August next. 

The Audacious, 14, Capt. H. D. Hickley, ship of the first re- 
serve on Coast Guard service in the River Humber, is to be 
fitted out at Chatham Dockyard as a flagship for the China sta- 
tion, to relieve the Iron Duke. 

Lieut.-General C. Crutchley, who joined the army in 1826, 
and was promoted to his present rank in April, 1872, has obtained 
the colonelcy of the 80th Regiment (now stationed at Hong 
Kong), vacant by the death of Lieut.-General H. J. French. 

The corvette Modeste, 14 guns, 1,890 (1,495) tons, 2,149 (350) 
horse-power, Captain Frank T. Thompson, sailed from Plymouth 
Sound on the 19th inst. for the China station. The Modeste 
will relieve the Cadmus, wooden corvette, Captain William H. 
Whyte, which will return to Devonport to be paid off. 








It is officially notified that Sub-Lieut. Francis Elliot Walker has 
been promoted to the rank of lieutenant in Her Majesty's fleet, with 
seniority of the 18th of November, 1873, confirming a commission 
given by Vice-Admiral Shadwell, K.C.B., Commander-in-Chief of Her 
Majesty's ships and vessels on the China station, in the death vacancy 
of Lieut. Frederick Hope Johnstone. 

In the Liverpool County Court, on the 13th inst., twenty-two ships’ 
carpenters and juiners obtained judgments for 26s. and 25s. 6d. each, 
beyond the amount paid into Court, against John Feddern, master 
shipwright, of Liverpool, for work performed on board a vessel char- 
tered on behalf of the Dutch Government for the transport of trosps to 
Batavia. 

The Action, 26, wooden corvette, is at Portsmouth, undergoing con- 
version into a torpedo ship. She was the last wvoden sailing ship 
which came into Portsmouth harbour under full sail,—now some twelve 
years since, on her arrival from the China Station. On her completion 
she will be attached to the Excellent, gunnery ship. 

Deputy-Commissary G. C. Murray, who recently arrived home from 
China, has taken over the charge of Upnor Castle, near Chatham, and 
the powder magazines in connection with it, from Deputy-Commissary 
J. R. Herapath, who is ordered to proceed to Natal for duty there.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA V. JUST. 

This was an action on a guarantee. In October, 1871, the defendant, 
who is a merchant in Cornhill, requested the plaintiffs to open a credit 
in favour of Messrs. Velge Brothers and Co., merchants, at Singapore, 
and gave them a written guarantee in respect of it, by which it was 
stipulated that it was to be a continuous credit for one year, but 
limited to £5,000 at one time, and to £2,000 in any one month. The 
plaintiffs, accordingly, during the ensuing year made various advances 
to Messrs. Velgo Brothers, and in the following October were under 
advances to them to the amonnt of £4,000. On the 9th of October, 
1872, Messrs. Velge Brothers brought a draft of their own upon 
the defendant for £1,000 to the bank fur negotiation. The bank 
bought the bill, but a few days afterwards Messrs. Velge Brothers 
stopped payment, and Mr, Abraham Velge, one of the firm, ab- 
sconded. The defendant refused to accept or pay the Dill for 
£1,000, and thereupon the bank brought this action on the gua- 
rantec. The defence mainly relied upon was that at the time 
when the bank's agents at Singapore took the bill in question they 
knew that Messrs, Velge Brothers were in an insolvent state, and that 
not communicating this fact to the defendant before taking the bill on 
him they had vitiated the guarantee. For the plaintiffs it was con- 
tended that, though they might have been somewhat suspicious of the 
credit of Messrs, Velge Brothers, they had no knowledge of their in- 
solvency. The question thus became of importance—What was the 
meaning or amount of the insulvency, a knowledge of which it was 
the duty of a person holding a guarantee from another to communicate 
to the latter. His Lordship (Justice Blackburn) directed the jury, 
subject to the opinion of the Court above, that it would not be suffi- 
cient to relieve the defendant that the plaintiffs’ agent had a low 
opinion of Velge Brothers’ credit, and would not have trusted them 
without a guarantee ; there must be such a knowledge that they were 
on the brink of stopping payment as would make it morally wrong and 
ineyuitable for the bank not to communicate such knowledge to the 
surety. 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiffs, and the leaned Judge 
gave the defendant leave to move for a new trial,

Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 18th inst. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £250,000 ; to Bombay, £20,000 ; and to Madras, 
£20,000. The minimum price was fixed as before, at 1s. 10d. 
on all Presidencies ; but in future no minimum price will be 
given. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras, at 1s. 108d., will re- 
ceive about 56 per cent., above in full ; and on Bombay, at 1s. 
10§d., about 42 per cent. above in full. A furtherdiminution in the 
means of remittance to the East is apparent from these figures. 
On Friday the tone was steadier, with better es aad for good 
8}lb. Grey Shirtings. Inferior descriptions of all weights were, 
however, rather pressed fur sale. In Yarns there was little 
doing, but prices remained steady. 

Messrs. Grant Brothers and Co., as bankers and agents in 
Europe for the River Plate and Brazil Telegraph Company, are 
offering for public subscription 1,000 First Mortgage Debentnre 
Bonds of that undertaking at the price of £90 per £100 bond.

The report of the Indo European Telegraph Company states— 

That the Imperial Russian Government has granted an extension for 
ten years of their Concession, together with important abatemente of 
the Royalties payable for the transit of the company’s telegrams through 
Russian territory. In consideration of the above grant the Board 
have agreed to erect for the use of the Russian Government, subject 
to a toll payable to the company for every message transmitted, a wire 
from Kertch to Ekaterinodar at an estimated cost of about £4,000. 
The erection of another wire between Djulfa and Tiflis is under nego- 
tiation. 

The Board are in negotiation with the Persian Government with the 
object of making an arrangement respecting Persian International 
telegrams, corresponding with one made by the English Government. 
The shareholders are aware that a negotiation has been entered into 
with the Eastern Telegraph Company, with the object of forming a 
joint purse arrangement with that Company, but that in deference to 
the opinions at first expressed by the Concessionary Governments these 
negotiations have been suspended. 

The balance of the revenue account, after deduction of the claim for 
wire rental, amounting to £12,000, retained by the British Post-office, 
but disputed by the company, of £24,000 payable to Messrs. Siemens 
for maintenance, and of the general expenses, amounts to £5,118 
198, Od. Of this sum £3,888 3s, 2d. has to be set aside for the liquida- 
tion of the Persian debt, leaving a balance of £1,230 15s. 10d. to be 
carried forward to the credit of the current year. In the absence of any 
arrangement with the Post-office respecting the heavy deduction from 
receipts of £12,000 for wire rental there is no sum available for divi- 
dend. The appeal of the company against this excessive payment, 
supported by the recorded opinion of Mr. Scudamore that the company 
is entitled to relief, is still before the Treasury, and the directors have 
been, and still are, urging that the justice due to the company shall 
not longer be delayed.

10,282, value $9,578,174 ; 1869, 
pkgs. 12,833, value $12,037,471 ; 1870, pkgs. 14,102, value $12,664,803 ; 
1871, pkgs. 17,123, value $16,787,681 ; 1872, pkgs. 21,127, value 
$20,154,247; 1873, pkgs. 19,790, value $18,010,765; 1874, pkgs. 
15,294, value $12,508,850. 

According to a statement ie get by Messrs. Page and 
Gwyther, the exports of specie and bullion to the East during 
the year 1873 amounted to £7,807,605, against £10,988,705 for 
1872, showing a decrease of £3,181,100. The average total 
during the last ten years has been £10,317,737. The shipments 
to Alexandria during the year showed a decrease of about half a 
million ; to Bombay three millions ; and to Madras and Calcutta 
one million ; while to China and the Straits Settlements there 
was an increase of about one million and a quarter ; and to other 
places a quarter of a million. 

The comments on mildew goods in the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce Circular have been published in our journal and 
in several London and pe papers, and we trust will be 
productive of some check on this miserable business, 

A fair amount of business has been done in Bar Silver, but 
the market is now quiet, and the quotations, 583d. to 583d. per 
oz. standard, are the nearest we can give. A few small parcels 
of Mexican dollars have been sold at 573d. per oz. About 
£120,000 has been received from New York, chiefly Dore Silver. 











ARTICLES OF IMPORT.

TEA. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s Circular says :—During the 
early part of the past fortnight a quiet tone prevailed, the clections, 
consequent on the dissolution of Parliament, partly stopping business ; 
within the past few days there has been more doing, chiefly from the 
late arrivals (7,500,000 Ibs.), but at prices occasionally showing a slight 
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reduction on those ruling during January. Importers continue to give 
strong support to the market. The late arrivals bring a large proportion 
of ordinary to good common Congou, and it is quite evident that medium 
and better grades of Congou will run into a small compass before we 
can receive supplies of new ; the increasing supply of Indian leaf will, 
however, prevent scarcity. The Continental trade, which has for some 
months been inactive, shows no signs of revival ; in fact, we understand 
supplies of red leaf have been shipped here. For the New York and 
Canada markets Moyune Tea is taken at relatively higher prices than 
other districts. 

Black.—Red Leaf: No change in siftings and broken leaf; Amoy 
kinds, common to fair sell at 11d. to 1s. ; flavory Foochow kinds with 
twisted leaf at 1s. to 1s. 14d., and Sayune and Kaisow kindsat1s. 2d. to 
1s. 4d. have realised the full valuations ; medium to fine Kaisow at 
1s. 6d. to Is. 9d., fine and finest at Is. 10d. to 2s. 2d., transactions 
limited. Pakling: No further imports. Tayshan leaf: There has 
been less doing at 11d. for clean common ; other grades no change. 
Black leaf; Speculators hold the bulk of old, chiefly Shantam leaf, and 
ask 9d. to 94d. per lb. Of new, considerable supplies are to hand ; 
ex steamer “Nestor,” mostly of ordinary to good common quality, 
selling at 11d. to 1s., earlier growth of leaf ex sailing ship, but same 
grades, selling at 4d. to 1d. per lb. more. Preferable to medium black 
leaf at 1s. 1d. to 1a, 4d. rules as before, but good medium at 1s. 5d. to 
1s. 74d., and fine and finest at 1s. 8d. to 28., show a slight decline. 
Souchong : No change. Oolong: Sales at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 4d. for medium, 
Is. 5d. to 1s. 8d. for fine, 1s. 9d. to 2s. for finest. Scented Tea: Can- 
ton Orange Pekoe: The black leaf kinds it would seem are being 
superseded by olive coloured and Foochow leaf. Caper has been in im- 
proved ‘demand, and there are few parcels of olive leaf kinds held by 
Importers ; glazed leaf has been sold at 1d. per Ib. advance, and there 
is still a large quantity available. Foochow Scenteds are scarce, and 
Capers realise high prices. (rreen : The market is bare of Moyune, de- 
mand both for home use and export taking supplies as offered. The 
bulk of the stock consists of Pingsueys and Shanghai packed, mixed 
with Japan leaf, and as these are o>tainable at a moderate scale of 
prices, they will doubtless go into consumption, as from last advices 
from Shanghai the quantity to come forward is very small, and the 
bulk of the last import, per steamer Nestor, has been passed in transit 
for New York. A few parcels of fine uncoloured leaf from Nagasaki 
and Yokohama have realised extreme prices. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—There has been a fair amount 
of business done during the past week without any material change in 
prices, the demand being of an average character. The supplies vines 
on the market from recent arrivals have been large, but importers are 
very firm, and only accept offers when at full prices, the prospects of 
moderate supplies for the remainder of this season being now confirmed. 
Public sales have comprised, including Thursday's auctions, 10,014 pack- 
ages, of which the whole has been offered, and sold without reserve. The 
deliveries for the week amount to 2,732,000 lbs., against 3,192,000 Ibs, 
last year. 

Messrs. Goddard and Co,’s Circular says :—We have no fresh feature 
to notice in the market. Prices have remained steady, but there has 
been very little buying, and the clearances have been small. <A rather 
large amount of Tea has been put forward out of the fresh arrivals, 
amounting to 14,000,000 lbs., this month, and dealers do not quite like 
the extreme values demanded, but merchants are very firm. Green 
Teas of the Moyune descriptions, of a pale colour, have sold at extreme 
rates, but the coloury kinds are difficult of sale. Amoy Teas, ex 
Caroline, have been offering, and some parcels have been sold at from 
104d. to 18. O$d. per Ib. Deliveries from London from 2nd inst. to 
17th inst. inclusive, or 14 days, 6,468,000 Ibs., against 7,762,000 Ibs. 
in 1873. 

SILK. 

The market continues in an unsatisfactory state, business is very re- 
stricted, and prices of some descriptions have undergone a further 
slight decline. In China Silks transactions have been on the smallest 
scale, and although in some instances full rates have been obtained, 
prices generally are less firm than they were at the beginning of the 
fortnight. Canton Silk has shared in the general inactivity. Japan 
Silk has been neglected, and prices are lower. Deliveries Ist to 18th

Liverpool, 16th Feb., 12.5 p.m.—The Petunia arrived here, from 
Singapore, and reports having experienced a gale off Cape Clear, 11th, 
during which she had boat broken, some sails split, and other sails cut 
from yards for safety. 

Bristol, 9th Feb.—The Adelphoi (barq.), Gunn, which arrived here 
to-day from Batavia, ran against the pierhead, and had bulwarks, &c., 
knocked in. 





THE P. and O. Company's steamer Nizam, Captain Barlow, arrived at 
Southampton on the 17th inst., with seventy-three passengers, and a 
large cargo, including 1,830 chests of tea and 575 bales of silk; also 
6,711 chests of tea and 29 bales of silk for New York. The Nizam left 
Hong Kong Dec. 25; Singapore, Jan. 1; Penang, Jan. 3; Galle, Jan. 
10; Aden, Jan, 18 ; Suez, Jan. 26; Alexandria, Feb. 3; Malta, Feb. 
8; and Gibraltar, Feb. 13. 

Lavncu oF A ScREW-STEAMER AT KixcHory.—A magnificent screw- 
steamer was launched on the 16th inst. from Mr. Kay’s shipbuilding- 
yard at Kinghorn. As she left the yard she waa named the Ithuriel, 
the christening ceremony devolving upon Mrs. G. W. Pollexfen (wife of 
Mr. Pollexfen, managing partner of Messrs. King, Baillie and Co., of 
Liverpool), and who discharged her part ina most admirable manner. 
The Ithuriel is a vessel of 1,154 tons (B.x.), and about 1,200 tons gross 
customs ; and her dimensions are :—Length, 260 feet; breadth of 
beam, 30 feet 2 inches; depth of hold, 20 feet. Her engines, which 
were in her when she was launched, are 140 nominal horse-power, and 
are constructed on the compound surface-condensing principle, with all 
the latest improvements. She will carry a crew of thirty-six, and has, 
besides, excellent saloon accommodation for twenty first-class passengers. 
The vessel is owned by Messrs. Blyth Brothers, of London and Liver- 
pool, but is under charter to Messrs, King, Baillie and Co. She is ad- 


| vertised by Mr. F. W. Allan, of Glasgow, to load there and sail direct 


for Bombay on the 21st proximo, and is expected to make a very quick 
passage. 

As the screw steamer Petrach was on her outward voyage from 
Antwerp to China she was caught in the gale of the 10th inst., and 
rolled heavily. In the midst of a huge wave the ship gave a sudden 
lurch, and in the confusion a voice was heard, but no notice was taken 
of it. Shortly afterwards Captain Pomeroy, the commander, could not 
be found, and it is believed he has been washed overboard. The ship 
has put into Plymouth to obtain another captain. 

THE new iron screw steamer Hochune. Capt. Drage, of 1,000 tons 
and 130 nominal horse-power, built’ by Messrs. Bowdler, Cheffer, and 
Co., of Seacombe on Mersey, to the order of Messrs. Matheson and Co., 
of London, for the North China trade, went out for her trial on the 
13th inst. The speed obtained was ten knots on the measured mile. 
She leaves for China to-morrow.
